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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 
1. Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1-7 in Paper No. 4 is 
acknowledged. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The term "like" in claims 1, 2 and 4 is unclear which renders the claims vague and 
indefinite. The addition of the word "like" to an otherwise definite expression extends the scope 
of the expression so as to render it indefinite. The examiner suggest replacing "like" with 
"shape." 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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5. Claims 1-4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jennings et 
al. (6,012,787). 

Jennings discloses a desktop (rigid laminate) comprising a top portion (reinforcing 
material) and an upper portion (laminate). Both portions of the desk are made of acrylic- 
butadiene-styrene (ABS). See column 2, lines 32-35 and figure 4. Figures 2 and 4 shows the 
upper portion of the desk is to have pan-shaped sunken portions with raised edges on the 
peripheral borders. Figure 1 shows that upper portion also has interior peripheral bordering with 
pan-shaped sunken portions with raised edges on the peripheral borders. 

Process limitations are given little or no patentable weight. The method of forming the 
product is not germane to the issue of patentability of the product itself Further, when the prior 
art discloses a product which reasonably appears to be either identical with or only slightly 
different than a product claim in a product-by-process claim, the burden is on the Applicant to 
present evidence from which the Examiner could reasonably conclude that the claimed product 
differs in kind from those of the prior art. In re Brown, 459 F.2d 531, 173 USPQ 685 (CCPA 
1972); In re Fessman, 489 F.2d 742, 180 USPQ 324 (CCPA 1974). This burden is NOT 
discharged solely because the product was derived from a process not known to the prior art. In 
re Fessman, 489 F.2d 742, 180 USPQ 324 (CCPA 1974). 

Furthermore, the determination of patentability for a product-by-process claim is based 
on the product itself and not on the method of production. If the product in the product-by- 
process claim is the same or obvious from a product of the prior art, the claim is unpatentable 
even though the prior product was made by a different process. In re Thorpe, 221 USPQ 946, 
966 (Fed. Cir. 1985) and MPEP §2113. In this case, the limitations "self-bonded(ing)". 
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"configured by heating and vacuum molding means", and "poured" are methods of production 
and therefore do not determine the patentabiUty of the product itself 

6. Claims 1, 2, and 4-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Stief et 
al. (5,589,242). 

Stief discloses a housing lining (rigid laminate) comprising supporting frame (laminate) 
and a sound absorbent layer (reinforcing material). Figure 2 shows that the supporting frame 
comprises a pan shaped sunken portions and raised edges on outer and interior peripheral 
portions. The interior raised portions are further provided with openings. See column 3, lines 
14-43. 

Process limitations are given little or no patentable weight. The method of forming the 
product is not germane to the issue of patentability of the product itself. Further, when the prior 
art discloses a product which reasonably appears to be either identical with or only slightly 
different than a product claim in a product-by-process claim, the burden is on the Applicant to 
present evidence from which the Examiner could reasonably conclude that the claimed product 
differs in kind from those of the prior art. In re Brown, 459 F.2d 531, 173 USPQ 685 (CCPA 
1972); In re Fessman, 489 F.2d 742, 180 USPQ 324 (CCPA 1974). This burden is NOT 
discharged solely because the product was derived from a process not known to the prior art.
